PERMANENT VISA FOR MOZAMBIQUE PLAN--The possibility of introducing some form of 
permanen. visa to eliminate cross-border immigration restrictions was discussed 
at a meeting here yesterday between the Mozambican Minister of Information, Mr 
Jose Cabaco, and Zimbabwe's Deputy Minister of Information and Tourisr, Mre Vic- 
toria Chitepo. The two Ministers, conferring on the consolidation of links be- 
tween the two countries, decided further detailed talks would have to be held on 
the subject, Zimbabwe Information Services reported. They did, however, agree 
that normal visa requirements would be dropped for the crews of the two coun- 
tries’ Information Department mobile cinema units who are to screen films along 
te eastern border of Zimbabwe and may cross into Mozambique. If the experiment 
is a success, the units will later expand their operation into wide areas of the 
two countries, reports Ziana. There will be an exchange visit of officials to 
discuss suitable programmes for the mobile cinemas. The expenses of the units 
will be met by the host country. A further meeting of the two sides to discuss 
detailed arrangements and to confer on possible further reciprocal assistance has

changing circumstances

Dr Masire also explained that 
the Ministry of Mineral Resources 
and Water Affairs will be 
responsible for doing the ground 
work in mineral prospecting in 
Botswana The Ministry is at 
present busy with companies that 
want to prospect for coal and o1/ 
in the country he explained 

Dr Masire said in spite of the 


country $s Climatic conditions, 
Botswana would be able to 
produce its own food under the 
Arable Land Development 
Programme 

He said ALDEP is a major 
government initiative, aimed at 
small-holder-crop-producers in 
order to encourage them to 
increase the production of basic 
foods, thus generating produc- 
tive employment and raising rural 
incomes both in cash and kind 


About SADECC, DOr Masire 
said, although it has long way to 
go, it will provide the rire 
southern African countries with 
infrustructure and trade alter- 
natives, that will reduce their 
dependence on South Africa 


The President reiterated that

DEVELOPMENT OF ORAPA DESCRIBED

THE SOUND of Orapa is the sound of diamonds, which is the sound of money, 
which, (in the final analysis) is the sound of life. And that's it. Orapa is a 
pioneering word in the romantic vocabulary of Botswana's dream for a mining 
paradise 


Ever since those first prospecting geologists pitched tents on what used to be a 
mere Mophane invested cattle post area in Central Botswana way back in 1967, 
the name Orapa has been ringing a bell of industrialization, social progress and 


general economic boom in the ears of every Motswana. 


Like a megnet, Orape sttrected job seekers end miners who 
Poured into the sree in thousands, to mine money. 

But eccording to sources, the story of Botswene's diemond 
industry began in the early 1950's when three emati diambnds were 


Working on the theory that 
rivers in the east of the country 
had once flowed much further 


pipe was discovered in April 1967 
This was only the fourth diamond 


pipe to have been discovered 1" 
Africa this century Orape 
diamond actually took 12 years 
to find ang further two vears to 
evaluate After De Beers had 
established that it was an 
economic production. work 


in 1969 a jornt undertaking of 
De Beers and the Government of 
Botswana known as Debswana 
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was formed with an initial capital 
of P21.2 million The new 
company brougnt the Orapa mine 
into production in July 1971. 
only 18 months after construction 
began 

An all weather 240 kms gravel 
road from Francistown to Orapa 
was built nd an airstrip levelied 
in the Mophane bush A 22 
megawatt diese! power station 
was erected. 

With a surface area of 112 
hectares Orapa unfortunately 
jacks both surface and under- 
ground water But the great 
iniand delta of the Okavango to 
the north west has water The 
Mopip: Dam 80 km to the west of 
Orapa. was built to a point where 
today it supplies Orapa with 
about 10 million litres a day 











ihe Mine works (hree shifts a 
Gay ox Gays aweer and biasing 
18 Carried Oul every afternoon at 
40m.

The crushed material then

The ore 8 tnen conceniuaws 
in the Heavy Meda separation 
plant (known in mining circles 
as HMS) cyclones containing a 
ferrosilicon with a specific gravity 
just lower than that of diamond 

This allows the neavy diamond 
bearing traction to be seperated 
trom the lighter material that 
float off and pass over screens to 
allow for the recovery of the 
ferrosilicon. 

This heavy concentrate passes 
through a reconcentrating 
cyclone and is dried before the 
final process of diamond 
recovery The X-Ray machines 
then extract the diamonds 

with a small quantity of 
concentrate that is finally 
eliminated by hand sorting 

In the X-Ray machine the 
concentrate is projected through 
the path of an X-Ray beam. which 
causes the diamonds to emit a 
blue fluorescene A photo 
multiplier in turn triggers a 
compressed air gun that shoots 
the diamond out into a separate 
bin for sorting 

Al this point we now nave 
diamonds in hand but we do not 
yet know their vaiue and quality. 
except by rough estimates The 
diamonds are then sent to the 
Botswana Diamond Valuing 
Company. which 1s a subsidiary 
of Debswana in Gaborone And 
this 1s where the vaiuing 1s done 
First. the diamonds are separated 
into gemstones and industrial 
stone The industrial stone are

The vaiuing by the Botswana 
Diamond Vaiuing Company must 
still be confirmed by a vaiuator 
representing the Botswana 
t. The production is 
then bought by the Diamond 
Corporation of Botswana part 
of De Beers Central Selling 
Organisation for eventual sale to 
the world s diamond cutters and 
dealers 
But just Now mucn aiamono 
does Orapa produce? Mining 
authorities there told visiting 
journalists that both the Orapa 
AK | pipe and Letinakane'’s DK | 
pipe (40 km apart) produced 
aimost 5 million carats of 
diamonds in 1980 alone. 
contributing substantially to the 
country s wealth This compares 


in fact when the former 
President of Botswana. the late 
Sir Seretse Khama inaugurated 
the Letinakane ming and ex- 
tenisons to Orapa mine on August 
18. 1979. Orapa had the largest 
carat output of any diamond mine 
in Africa. and Botswana had 
developed into an important 
world producer. according to 
official sources 


In terms of employment. Orapa 
nad about 2.400 people working 
in 1980. and this figure inciudes 
about 500 workers at the 
Letihakane Mine (To be

THE HOME Affaire Minister, 
Mrs K.L. Disele has made e

According to the Minister this 
increase is just about sufficient 
to neutralise the effect of inflation 
80 that, in terms of effective 
purchasing power, there is 
virtually no increase over the 
1980/81 estimates. 

Personal Emotuments 
accounted for an amount of 
P37, 328.50 which worked out to 
over 71 per cent of the total 
amount requested for 1981-82 
financial year 

The Minister explained that 
this was unavoidable beca: se of 
the need for a relatively arger 
work-force for the Depa «iments 
of Immigration, Pricuns and 
Labour which she sa. d between 
themseives. will employ staff 
totalling 1015 to ensure 
compliance with various laws of 
Botswana 


These laws reiate to entry and 
Stay in the country. employment 
of foreigners. generation of 
employment opportunities for 
locals and to keep criminals 
insulated from law abiding 
citizens 


in tact. the Minister visualised 
vast expansion in staff during 
the years to come as new border 
posts are opened, new prisons 
are constructed and new labour 
legisiation comes into force. 

Mrs Disele regarded the 
Department of Immigration and 
Labour as the two most vital 
arms of her Ministry, if not of the 
entire Government machinery. 

"A more effective immigration 
Department will minimise the 
number of foreigners gate- 
crashing’ into the country, she 
said 

She aiso noted that over the 
yer’s Botswana has justifiably 
earned the reputation of being 
an oasis of peace and tranquility 
in the midst of tribal strife and 
suppression of the majority in 
the countries bordering us. 

“This has had the beneficial 
effect of making Botswana the 
magnet attracting aid from more 
prosperous countries. she 
further noted 

However, the Minister noted 
also that this unfortunately has 
had the effect of attracting 
foreigners to Botewana to expiort 
the opportunities offered by the 
stable political climate and non- 
racial character of the society 

But the Minister disclosed that 
at the same time, the country 
requires the assistance of 
foreigners to help accelerate the 
pace of development of 
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botswana 

“So my Ministry is faced with 
the dual task of encouraging 
those who are an assert to the 
country to come to Botswana 
and turning back those who come 
here only to exploit the country.” 
she pointed out. 

Touching upon the salient 
features of her budget proposals. 
Mrs Disele disciosed that the 
limitations of financial con- 
straints have comoelied her to 
ask for only P11 000 for National 
Sports and Cultural Activities.

but traditionally-distilled ‘thothotho'’ liquor is not harmful and it rates 

the same as whisky. If distilled ecitentifically, he said, ‘thothethe’ would 

be sound for drinking. Some members of Parliament are now speculating that if 
that ie the case, the presently banned liquor may be a viable rural industry. 

One of the Members, Mr G Mosweu (SDP Bobirwa) even asked a BOPA reporter to 
identify him ae an occasional iebiber. “It's my favorite liquor,” enthused 

the MP after the Professor's statement. The President, the Cabinet and members 
of Parliament were on the first ever official sight-seeing tour of the University 
College of Botewana. Professor Blomberg, head of the Chemistry Department of 

the University College told the official team: "We are currently working on 

the allegations that ‘thothotho' is poisonous. I have drunk the stuff myself 
and I am still here. Our analysis shows that thothotho has a 45 percent alcohol 
content, almost on the same scale as whisky." “There is nothing wrong with 
‘thothotho.' It's got a large percentage of alcohol, but it is safe,” asserted 
the professor. He said so long as the liquor was produced through the scientific 
process, the possibility of introducing poison into the drink would be eliminated 
and it would be sound for consumption. The liquor was banned on health grounds, 
a few years ago. The MP for Bobirwa, said now, he would like to see ‘thothotho' 
distilled and sold to the public, just like whisky and other alcoholic beverages.

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POREIGN MINISTER JUSTIFIES LIBYAN MILITARY PRESENCE

[Text) Algiere--"It ie not legitimate to epeak of Libyan military intervention in 
Chad...the Libyan troops in my country are there at the request of our government, 
and they will leave only when we consider that the danger of direct non-African 
interference in our affaire hae passed...." These statements, made to EL PAIS by 
Chadian Foreign Minister Albmat Acyl at the end of the ministerial conference of 
Saharan estates, do not appear in the final communique of the meeting, where the 
governments of Algeria, Libya, Chad, Mali, Niger and Mauritania only mention their 
satisfaction” with the level of their autual cooperation. 


The Chadian minister of foreign affairs thinks that the Libyan military presence 
in his country “does not conetitute a danger for neighboring countries, because it 
is a response to a temporary need of Chad, and was legally requested." 


However, the chief diplomat from Niger, Daouda Diallo, does think that the Libyan 
military presence in Chad is “disturbing.” 


The Chadian minister, who justified the request of Oueddei Goukouni, president of 
the Provisional Government of National Unity, for the dispatch of a Libyan military 
contingent to N'Djamena, believes that the problem in the central African region 
"ie not the Libyan military presence in Chad or the plan for Libyan-Chadian union, 
but rather the presence on our continent of troops from foreign countries which have 
attempted to set up the traitor Hissein Habre in N'Djamena." 


African Cont ingent ? 


Acyl is young, of medium height, somewhat stout, and is dressed in a military “parka,” 
in contrast to the traditional clothing of the other participants in the Algiers 
conference. Acyl is completely close-mouthed when questioned as to whether the 
Goukouni government would accept the replacement of the Libyan forces by an African 
contingent, as has been proposed by the OAU. 


"I have already expressed my opinion. (He is alluding to an unexpected speech 
delivered before the close of the conference of ministers, in which he again justi- 
fied the Libyan aid). I believe that we have not departed from the Lagos agreements, 
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which opened the way to a political solution. Habre does not represent anything 
in my country, and there can be no room for him in a future government." 


[Question] When will the forces sent by Libya leave Chad? 


[Anewer] That ie a question involving the stability of our country, which te 
threatened by foreign invasion. Those Libyan troops came at the request of the 
legitimate government of Chad, and do not constitute a potential danger. They will 
leave Chad when it is appropriate. 


[Question] Does the fact that the subject of Chad does not come up in the final 
communique of the conference mean that you have given assurance to the other par- 
ticipants about an eventual departure of the Libyan contingent? 


[Anewer)] That subject did not appear on the agenda, although all we ministers have 
held meetings separately on questions which involve the security of the region. 


In contrast to the bland statements of Minister Acyl, hie counterpart from Niger 
said in a conversation behind the scenes that the meeting was useful in that it 
made the six Saharan countries meet on a ministerial level, at a time when their 
cooperation could have been shattered because of the Libyan presence in Chad. 


The chief Algerian diplomat, Seddik Benyahia, on his part emphasized in a farewell 
speech that each delegation had the opportunity to "frankly express ite pointe of 
view," implicitly acknowledging the tension created by recent events in the region, 
but stressing the “continual concern" of the participants that the Saharan organiza- 
tion should be preserved.

But should one always count one's -hicken before they are hatched? What is the 
use of telling consumers that we can produce 100,000 tons of fish a year when 
this ie tantamount to expecting the public to live in a more plentiful future? 
The fact is that what we are able to deliver to the fishmonger is not enough 
even to feed the pampered cats of the city. 


Are we to believe, too, that the general public is still allergic to an ‘exotic’ 
diet of fish? This is what logicians call ‘fact' contrary to experience. There 
are long queues at the few fish-shops in Addis Ababa. Most of the time it is 
the profiteers--and not the consumers--who are buying the fish and selling this 
at exorbitant price to the public. It is a pity that experts on fish who should 
have known better are living in the past. It would have been more convincing to 
gay that the fault wholly lies in the field of distribution--and hat the con- 
cerned corporation has enough fish on ite hands. And, when distribution is 
faulty in every field, it is inevitable for the public to be subsisting on what 
the man in the street calle ‘dream food’. 


No nation can live on its potential resources alone. It is really flattering 
that our country is potentially rich in agricultural and other resources. How- 
ever, consumers of food can only live on the fish that the country actually 
produces. We are flabergasted to learn that Ethiopia can produce 100,000 tons 
of fish a year. But let us stimulate the actual production of piscine comes- 
tibles in the interest of nation-building and public nutrition.

BIO-GAS USES DEVELOPMENT--Experiments on bio-gas technology by the Rural Energy 
Development Unit of the Arssi Rural Development Unit (ARDU) are said to be 
showing encouraging results. A summary of ARDU's experience in bio-gas tech- 
nology noted that its Rural Energy Development Unit has in the past two years of 
experimental work succeeded in developing a premixer for the purpose of mixing 
raw materials with water, bio-gas stoves, and portable bio-gas digesters and 
establish a bio-gas demonstration centre at Dhera locality where five families 
are currently benefitting from the gas both for heating and lighting. The unit 
has also successfully used the bio-gas for driving an engine in combination with 
diesel fuel. The bio-gas-diesel-fuel operated 8-HP engine used in threshing 
wheat and barley is reportedly consuming 67 per cent of diesel fuel and 33 per- 
cent bio-gas while threshing wheat. Studies conducted by the Unit in this area 
indicate that running engines with bio-gas not only save the cost on conventional 
fuel and lubricants but also increases the life of the engine. ARDU is a member 
of the Ethiopian National Energy Working Group.

PRESIDENT REPORTS PROGRESS OF ISLAMIC PEACE CONFERENCE 
Banjul THE GAMBIA NEWS BULLETIN in English 6 Apr 81 p 1 


(Text) President Dawda Jawara returned home on Thureday afternoon after attending 
the peace committee's second meeting mediating in the Iran/Iraq Conflict. At a 
prese conference held on arrival President Jawara epoke of the developments made 
towards a peaceful settlement. 


Sir Dawda reminded the presse that the Islamic Peace Committee was eet up by the 
Islamic Conference last January in order to effect a ceasefire and set up measures 
for normalising relations. A peace plan was presented to the warring parties he 
continued, but a settlement could not be reached because they put forward some 
demands. However, he said, the peace mission realised that dialogue was a possi- 
bility and this was pureued. During this second meeting, he revealed, Teheran and 
Baghdad were visited to inform the authorities of each country's reaction towards 
the proposals. Sir Dawda stated that there was no set date for a ceasefire. The 
two sides would effect this within a certain period. 


Questioned on the reaction of the Islamic Conference towards Egypt's supply of 
arms to Iraq, President Jawara said that the mandate of the conference did not 
extend to this He stated that the obstacles facing the mission were deep-rooted. 
The historical background of the conflict, he noted, dated back to the sixteenth 
century in the nature of river and boundaries. There had been disputes and 

many conferences guaranteeing frontiers. A commission would study these vital 
issues and try to settle then. 


On the matter of who was the aggressor, Sir Dawda said that the reace committee 
was not a tribunal. ‘ 


But a fact-finding committee would set up to investigete the matter. He however, 
reiterated that the main emphasis was on effecting a ceasefire. 


He said that the conference was determined to carry out ite duties and the war- 
ring parties were interested in the continued existence of the peace committee.

TOURE EXPRESSES VIEWS ON FRENCH POLICY, CHAD, NAMIBIA LSSUES 
Conakry HOROYA in French 22-28 Mar 61 pp 32-39 
[Interview with Sekou Toure by LE POINT in Conakry on 26 Feb 81) 


[Excerpte] [Question] With your permission, Mr President, I would like to ask 
you & question directly related to contemporary history. You are aware of all the 
polemice and waves of reaction caused in Africa and in France by the recent 
intervention of Libyan troope in Chad, and as a result, of the doubts cast by a 
number of people on the so-called wisdom of France's “African” policy. What do 
you think, therefore, of thie African policy, at the level of both Chad and of 
the entire continent’? 


[Answer] I must tell you frankly that we have imposed a certain discipline on 
ourselves, which consists in stating with courage what we believe is the truth 

and abstaining from judging a matter, the outline of which is beyond our ken. 

It is up to a member of the French Government to speak of French policy in Africa. 
An African head of state can only evaluate the direct or indirect incidence of the 
French Government's, or any other government's, attitude through their policy in 
Africa. We know that Chad is the beneficiary of French military aid, and that this 
assistance had been promised by France. We believe that any sovereign country, 

be it African, Asian or European, can freely sign an agreement with another free 
country, since there are some countries in Africa which receive military assistance 
from nations other than France. In this respect, therefore, we consider that 
relations between France and Chad are quite normal. If the agreements existing 
between these two countries are violated, it behooves one of the partners to 
denounce it. Guinea, however, does not wish to make a value judgm not on something 
that is beyond its ken or conscience. At the meeting of the OAU special commission 
on Chad which was recently held in Lome, we unanimously voted for a resolution 
categorically condemning the military agreement concluded between Chad and Libya. 
At the same time, we denounced the illegal character of the unification agreement. ' 
We asked the Libyan Government to withdraw its troops. We feel sure that this 
government will understand the reasonableness of the OAU position and honor the 
Lome resolution. We do not foresee an African military intervention against Libya. 
This is out of the question. We feel sure that Libya will remain faithful to the 
OAU charter and will support the OAU position. I say that Libya will not fail to 
withdraw ite troops. This is, at present, our personal conviction. Therefore, 
France's position vis-a-vis Chad does not seem abnormal, since France was asked, at 
Lagos, to withdraw its troops from Chad and she complied. We did not have to send 
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any troope againet France. And French troope did not return to Chad. Therefore, 
those who speak of the French position on Chad have their own reasons, but as head 
of the Guinean state and member of the OAU, we have nothing to reproach France, 
because thie country ie not in Chad and is not occupying it. 


(Question) Mr President, do you then believe that the reinforcement of the French 
military position in other neighboring countries, notably in the Central African 
Republic, ie cauee four suspicion? Or do you approve of it? 


[Answer] Has the presence of Cuban troope in Angola been prejudicial to the people 
and the government of Angola? We do not believe so. We must only evaluate facts, 
Intentions do not constitute history. Even if there were 50 million French troops 
on the territory of the Central African Republic, why should we make a judgment on 
their presence in that free nation since they are accepted by the free people of 
the Central African Republic? However, if the French troope in that country would 
turn againet the people or would intervene in the affaires of a neighboring state, 
we would, together with all the African countries, feel duty-bound to denounce such 
French policies. We wish to merely evaluate facts and avoid bringing forth a 
judgment on intentions. 





[Question] Mr President, you were saying before that you are almost persuaded 
that Libya will act in good faith now and in the future; however, if perchance 
this Libyan presence would materialize in Chad, what would you think of this 

presence? Iwill say: Would you agree to speak of a Libyan menace on Africa’ 


[Answer] We repeat that we must evaluate facts. Libya has known colonization 

and a feudal regime. It freed iteelf and proclaimed a people's regime. This is 
an option which is not compatible with the colonial occupation of a country, 
especially a neighboring country, with which one shares history, culture and 
economic life. We struggled yesterday against such a colonizer: we are always 
ready to struggle against colonialism today, even if imposed by an African country; 
however, we do not even dare to think of an African country that would engage in 
the colonization of another. This is why we are still optimistic. We feel sure 
that diplomatically and politically, a peaceful and happy solution will rapidly 

be found to the painful situation prevailing in Chad. 


[Question] Mr President, following President Giscard d'Estaing's trip, the issue 
of your visit to France had been raised. It was mentioned a couple of times, 

and was rejected for specific reasons. Do you believe it can be carried out this 
year? 


[Answer] Yes, we wish it. This visit represents a moral and political debt. 

But it is also the expression of a need to implement the political will expressed 
by the two governments. If God wills it, we feel sure that this visit will be 
possible in 1981 and we maintain the intensity of our trust in President Valery 
Giscard d' Estaing. 


[Question] You have never participated in Franco-African summits. Do you believe 
you will do so some day? 


[Anewer] We have never participated in such meetings because our government follows 
a well-defined policy, and as long as this policy is unchanged, we shall remain 
faithful to the morality of the Guinean state. We can participate in any meeting 
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between France and the African states, on the condition that the organization of 
such a meeting does not harken back to the former colonial structure from which we 
freed ourselves, We would feel happy if, for inatance, Nigeria, Libya, Cape Verde 
or Zaire would participate in euch a meeting and consult with other governments 

in order to harmoniously conduct a given policy in the intereste of both their 
peoples and the French people. 


[Question] Mr President, I shall briefly mention the various burning issues 
affecting Africa. You previously mentioned Namibia. Do you believe it is possible 
to settle this issue according to the practical modalities defined by the OAU 

or the "Plan of Five" or do you think that on the contrary, the problem will 

become exacerbated’ 


[Answer] In our view, what is happening in Namibia is not the fault of the European 
powers or the U.S. It is Africa that has failed. Our personal position is well- 
known. Namibia, a former German colony, was placed under the tutelage of South 
Africa, then a member of the Society of Nations. Therefore, it is through an act 
by thie international organization that Namibia became a South African colony. 

It was regarded as a country “under a mandate," when it was simply a veritable 
colony. But if the Security Council lLifte this madate, it should not merely ask 
the South African government to free Namibia. This international entity should 
impose ite will in respect with Namibia's independence. All the great powers are 
well aware of the juridical foundation of Namibia's existence. This country is 
juridically independent since the authority of the mandate is no longer recognized. 
The UN should have completed ite plan by imposing ite will on South Africa. Africa 
is also at fault, because it should have expressed itself with more cohesiveness, 
perseverance and vigor on the need to liberate Namibia. This is a painful situation 
which does not reflect well on either the OAU or the UN. We hope that the sense 

of historical reality will prevail on both sides and that conditions will be 
created to allow Namibia to accede to independence.

NINE ‘ILOLS" WOMEN ON HUNGER STRIKE 
Victoria NATION in English 26 Mar 81 p 1 


[Text] In Port Louis, the Mauritian capital, nine “ilois" women representing 
those people who were displaced from the Chagos archipelago to make way for the 
installation of the US Diego Garcia base, have gone on hunger strike in support 
of compensation, demands to improve their living standards in Mauritius. 


Among the hunger strikers is an 80 year old woman and already four of the women 
have been hospitalized from this determined action started on March 18. 


The "ilois" are asking the Mauritian government for the R3 million which has not 
been paid to them as compensation since 1978 for displacing them from their 
island-home. A second demand of R135 million has been made to the British 
government to be distributed among the 900 displaced families to improve their 
living standards on Mauritian soil. 


Though the “ilois" are determined in their hunger strike to have at least a 
compensation to improve their living standards they are in no way abandoning 
their claim to be returned to their home islands in the Chagos archipelago. 


In Mauritius, the hunger strikers are receiving the support of the National 
Front of support to the “ilois"--the organization which is drawing international 
attention to the problem of those displaced families. 


They are also being supported in their demands by the Movement Militant Mauricien 
(MMM), other political and trade union organizations, religious and humanitarian 
associations.

{Text} From our correspondent in Dakar. Consolidation of experience and sound 
judgment are the two main principles of the sixth economic and social plan that 
will serve as a guide to the Sencgalese government in the matter of development 
during the 1981-1985 period. Louis Alexandrenne, minister of Plan and Cooperation, 
explained the strategy of the Five-Year Development Plan to the National Council of 
the Socialist Party. On the same occasion he gave a quite positive status report 
of the Fifth Plan (1977-1981) as of 3 months prior to its termination date. 


It appears from the conclusions elaborated on the basis of the work of the 
national planning committees that the rate of fulfilment of the Fifth Plan will 
be on the order of 73 percent, 74 percent of which for national projects and 26 
percent for local and communal projects. (Only 51 percent of the Fourth Plan was 
realized.) 


The total cost of the operations and projects included in the plan is provisionally 
set at 463 billion CFA francs, 96 percent of which are allotted to national projects 
and 4 percent to local and communal projects. The sectorial allotment of this 
budget reflects tne importance that the government accords to the primary sector, 
which groups the overwhelming majority of assets. It will be allotted 106.6 
billion CFA francs: 52 percent for agriculture, 10 percent for cattle breeding, 

1l percent for fishing, 10 percent for forestry and the protection of nature, and 
finally 17 percent for rural hydraulics. 


As for the secondary sector, a 151.8 billion budget will be allotted to it: 16 per- 
cent for energy, 81 percent for industry, and 3 percent for manual trades. 


The tertiary sector will be divided as follows: 99.3 billion, 12 percent of which 
for tourism and 85 percent for transportation and telecommunications infrastructures. 


Finally, an allotment of 88.2 billion will be allotted to the "quaternary" sector, 
of which 18 percent for environment, 17 percent for urban hydravlics and sanitation, 
6 percent for health, 26 percent for education, 8 percent for improvement of living 





conditions, 3.5 percent for culture, youth, and sports, and 11 percent for research. 


Out of this total budget of 463 billion, domestic financial sources will provide 
only 132.9 billion, that is, 29 percent. Foreign sources will assume responsibility 
for 328 billion, that is, 71 percent of the budget. However, one should note that 
as of now 144 billion from foreign financing have been obtained for projects 
carried forward from the Fifth Plan and for some new projects. The supplementary 
foreign financing to be sought during the planned period is thus about 186 billion. 
The Plan and Cooperation minister thinks that a portion of this financing will come 
from subsidies--about 50 billion during the 1981-1985 period. Thus, specifically, 
the foreign financing to be sought for the realization of the plan amounts to 

136 billion.

[Text] Smuggling of Bugisu's arabica coffee to Kenya has reportedly resumed and 
unless the government intervenes, the country will again lose millions of shil- 
lings in foreign exchange as it did during the coffee boom of the late 70s. 


Reports from Mbale say illegal trafficking of coffee to Kenya had been on for 
the last two months. 


Carrying loads of coffee on their heads, the smugglers walk at night through 
the forests of Mount Elgon en route to Kenya. They also carry hides and skins, 
textiles, groundnuts and millet. 


This illegal trade is reportedly masterminded by money magnates who have enlisted 
hundreds of young unemployed youths to ferry the goods across the border, a 
source alleged in Mbale. 


The “Uganda Times" learnt that the coffee being bought by unlicensed traders 
was at 5/- per kilo. The official price of arabica coffee is 12/50 per kilo. 


An official said the Bugisu Cooperative Union (BCU) which buys arabica coffee 
from the farmers had been instructed to draw money from the Coffee Marketing 
Board for that purpose. 


But BCU may be hampered in this exercise because, it is believed, it is in 
financial problems. 


It has also been reported that some corrupt officials have swindled funds meant 
for coffee buying. Many farmers have not yet been paid for the coffee delivered 
to the cooperative societies.

SITHOLE DENIES DISSOLUTION OF ZANU

[Text] The leader of ZANU, the Reverend Ndabaningi Sithole, says there is no 
question of dissolving his party, despite more resignations by leading officials. 


He claimed that the majority of his supporters backed the party's continued exis- 
tence although "some ambitious ones" have been urging him to disband it. 


Mr Sithole was commenting in an interview on the recent resignation of two of- 
ficials--Dr Masipula Sithole, former secretary for research, and Mr David Zamchiya, 
a former legal secretary and Minister in the Muzorewa Government. Both men have 
joined ZANU (PF), Dr Sithole is the Reverend's brother. 


The two men said they no longer saw the need for ZANU's existence and recommended 
that it merges with ZANU (PF). 


Eight members of the party's central committee resigned at the end of last year 
and gave the same reasons. 


But yesterday, the Reverend Sithole said: "The mistake people have made is to 
ask me to dissolve the party. 


"This I cannot do because this is the prerogative of the members and the members 
have refused to do this." 


He thought the issue would not even come up during the party's congress next 
month "as the majority of supporters want us to continue”. 


Our Bulawayo Correspondent writes that ZANU in Matabeleland province has wel- 
comed the resignations of Dr Sithole and Mr Zamchiya. 


In a statement, the local party said that talk of dissolving ZANU carried no 
weight because the rank and file had not been consulted. 


Another senior spokesman for ZANU Matabeleland Province said there was no question 
of the party winding down or being merged with ZANU (PF). 


This question would not even be discussed at the party's congress in Gwelo next 
month, he said.

UZ STRIKERS RETURN TO WORK

[Text] The University of Zimbabwe appeared to have returned to normal yesterday 
morning after striking workers returned to their duties and students, who had 
held hostage the principal and two senior staff members on Monday were collecting 
their term's grants from university authorities. 


The strike broke out on Monday before breakfast. Tension mounted as students 
joined up with the workers in support of a demand for the resignation of the di- 
rector of accommodation and catering services. 


The principal, Professor John Lewis, was back in his office yesterday morning to 
prepare a report for the Deputy Minister of Education and Culture, Senator Joseph 
Culverwell, who intervened in the strike at sundown. 


Professor Lewis said he had been visited by police officers in connection with 
the "hostage" issue but a police spokesman said last night that no action was 
being taken against students or against the catering official at the university. 


Professor Lewis confirmed that the catering official had been "temporarily relieved 
of his duties" pending an inquiry. 


"I will be reporting the matter to the chairman of council on Friday," he said. 
Professor Lewis, obviously unhappy with his treatment as a hostage, said: "I am 
afraid this is really a matter of a personal vendetta by a few people who have a 


lot to say and nothing to come up with." 


He said nobody had yet provided specific evidence that the official concerned was 
involved in any wrong practices on campus. 


Members of the aggrieved workers committee met Senator Culverwell yesterday 
morning to talk about their demands for better wages, promotion and work condi- 
tions, and the lack of recognition for long service. 


"Nothing happened at the end of the meeting. We failed to understand what the 
Senator was saying," said the chairman of the workers committee, Mr Itai Mavushe. 


"We will go back to work but that does not mean we have abandoned our demands." 
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Mr Mavushe said Senator Culverwell had asked the workere to wait for an answer 


until April 28 and had assured them his doors were open for consultation on any 
matter. 


Commenting on "racist" sections of the university charter, Mr Mavushe said: "We 
are working under totally unfair conditions," 


Earlier, Professor Lewis had said that letters concerned with the workers’ condi- 
tions had been sent to the Ministry of Education and Culture weeks ago. 


He said Senator Culverwell's statement to students and workers on Monday evening 


had been "the first indication that they (in the Ministry) are considering upgrad- 
ing the staff". 


Senator Culverwell was not available for comment on his talks with workers yes- 
terday.

NUF HITS ‘RACIAL PARTIES'=-The National Unifying Force has called for the disband- 
ing of the Rhodesian Front party and the aborting of the newly-formed Democratic 
Party. An NUF spokesman, Mr Lance Reynolds, on Monday night released a statement 
on behalf of the party saying that after a “lengthy meeting" the NUF committee de- 
plored the continued existence of the Rhodesian Front which was "a bad joke and a 
danger to whites".

But his move to form 
an all-white party is no improvement since his party like the RF, will continue
